LTHOUGH much of: the

An Inter-Department Commission 
of Inquiry, with outside educational 
exprrts under the chairmanship of 
the Earl of Scarborough, was an- 
pointed by the Government in 1944 
to survey existing faciltles for the 
study of Orlental, Slavonic, East 
European,and African languages and 
culture and to make recommenda- 
tlons for future expansion. 

The Commission's comprehensive 
report, dealing with countries com- 
prising about seven-cigtiths of the 
population of the’ gleobe—all Asia, all 
African (regions both within and 
without the British Commonwealth), 
all Russian, and the countrica of 
Eastern Europe lying between Rus- 
sia und the enstern borders of Swe- 
den, Germany, Austria and Italy— 
was recently published, It has been 
ace:pied in principle, by the Go- 
vernment, and actlen’on some of its 
proposals has already been taken. 


Two Schools 


There have so far been two 
apcelalised Institutions, both focated 
in London, in. the particular ficld on 
which the Commission has reported. 
One {ts the School of Oriental Stu- 
dies, founded in 10916, which Jast 
session. had over 1,000 students. At 
a later date it extended Its opcra- 
tlons, atid Is’ now known as the 
School of Orlental and = African 
Studies. 

The School was able to render 
wreat assistance to the nation during 
World War 1% As an_ example, 
after Pearl Harbour: the. War Oliice 
pressed the School to give intensive 
courses In Japanese to numbers of 
members of the fighting services. 
But it was not possible in the time 
at their disposal—Lord Harlech, 
Chairman of the School's governing 
body, told the House of Lords in 
June 1947—-to tench the language to 
many, so they were taught phonc-

able to write down what they heard

Tho School provides instruction in 
some 50 languages and in the his-

The other educational institution 
of a nlmilar character is the School 
of Sinvonic Studies, founded In 1918, 
which deala With the language and 
fe of Russia, Poland, Czechoslova- 
kk Yugoslavia and -' Hungary. 
Ro Soc’ety of Arts examination 
stutistles show there has ‘been a not- 
pble increase in the number cf ptople 
studying Russinan since the. outbreak 
of World War It. 


Uncommon Languages 

Both the Schools are part of the 
University of London, There $s also 
a certain amount of teaching In un- 
common Janguages, from o Western 
Europenn standpolnt,, at Oxford and 
Cambridite and other universitics. 
but nothing has been done to co- 
ordinate all these-studits ‘so far.
